Mr.  Beacroft  also  is  a  strong  supporter  of  the  introduction  of  information  technology  into  the  schoo 
curriculum.  He  has  already  proposed  a  strategy  for  this  to  the  Ministry  of  Education.  He  wants  our  students  tc 
be  familiar  with  information  data-bases,  spread  sheets,  word  processing,  computer  assisted  design  anc 
graphics,  and  control  applications.  He  also  believes  that  computers  will  make  lessons  more  exciting  for  the 
teachers  and  the  students. 

These  are  just  some  of  the  new  ideas  proposed  by  Mr.  Beacroft  and  they  have  been  enthusiastically 
welcomed  by  parents,  teachers  and  students.  WELCOME  Mr.  Beacroft  and  long  may  your  prosper.

Finally  Mrs.  Gray  notes  that,  looking 
back  there  have  been  happy  times 
and  there  have  been  sad  times.  How¬ 
ever,  she  hopes  that  she  has  helped  to 
kindle  a  spark  or  two  of  interest  in  the 
youngsters  from  which  they  will  hope¬ 
fully  benefit  and  gain  enjoyment  later 
in  life.  Mrs.  Gray  notes  that  a  few  who 
hated  ‘cooking’  in  school  have  come 
up  to  her  in  later  years  to  admit  that 
they  are  now  quite  good  at  it  and  that 
they  still  use  their  old  school  recipes.

Report  of  the  Heritage  Fair  Chairman  prepared  for  the  1988  Annual 
Geneneral  Meeting  of  the  Warwick  Academy  Association. 

I  have  always  had  some  difficulty  in  starting  reports  because  I  always  like 
to  make  a  positive  Statement  at  the  onset  to  get  the  reader’s  attention  and  to 
leave  you  with  perhaps  a  thought  just  in  case  you  get  distracted  during  the 
course  of  your  reading.  The  Warwick  Academy  Annual  Heritage  Fair  is  the 
Association’s  main  source  of  funds  and  for  this  reason  alone  deserves  the 
attention  and  commitment  of  both  parents  and  students. 

The  annual  Fair  this  year  was  once  again  plagued  with  inclement  weather 
which  led  to  the  early  closure  of  the  Fair  grounds  on  the  first  night.  This 
obviously  did  not  aid  our  cause  however  a  good  turn  out  on  the  second  night 
allowed  us  to  rebound  and  the  final  gross  take  of  $71,323.92  was  indeed 
gratifying  to  all  concerned  considering  the  effort  that  was  put  into  the  Fair. 
The  post-mortem  was  useful  and  many  new  ideas  did  emerge  which  should 
give  the  new  committee  more  to  work  with  next  year.

“Why  were  our  expenses  so  high  and  is  there  anything  can  we  do  to  reduce 
them?” 

Here  are  a  few  costs  amounting  to  approximately  $9400.00  which  we 
could  do  something  about  only  if  we  had  a  viable  alternative!!

The  Wake  Of  The  Educational  Planning 


MR.  BEACROFT 


The  School  Orchestra  played  superbly  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Lamont.  Their  selection  reflected 
the  wide  range  of  music  taught  at  the  school.  They 
played  the  Finale  of  Beethoven’s  Fifth,  Somewhere 
Out  There  arranged  by  Bob  Lowden  and  the  Rus¬ 
sian  Sailor's  Dance  by  Reinold  Gliere.  Our  musi¬ 
cians  were  a  credit  to  Miss  Lamont  and  Warwick 
Academy. 


In  his  prize  day  speech  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  Dr. 
Jack  Patton  again  talked  about  the  issue  which  most  concerns  the 
school  at  the  present  time-the  changes  proposed  by  the  Educational 
Planning  Teams.  The  Educational  Planning  teams  appointed  by  the 
Minister  ot  Education  have  made  their  reports  and  Dr.  Patton  predicts 
that  they  will  mean  some  important  changes  in  the  Bermuda  educa¬ 
tional  system,  and  specifically  at  Warwick  Academy.  If  these  are 
implemented,  and  prove  unsatisfactory  to  Warwick  Academy,  then 
there  is  the  suggestion  of  moving  this  school  into  the  private  sector. 
Dr.  Patton  has  already  been  assured  by  the  Minister  of  Education  that 
government  will  not  obstruct  the  statutory  right  of  the  school  to 
accomplish  this  task.  However,  nothing  is  certain  as  yet  and  the 
proposals  of  the  Planning  teams  may  in  fact  make  positive  contribu¬ 
tions  to  the  Academy,  the  flagship  of  the  Bermuda  government  edu¬ 
cation  system.  Dr.  Patton  suggests  that  we  wait  and  see,  but  reserve 
the  right  to  defend  our  reputation  for  excellence  if  the  planning  teams 
proposals  set  the  stage  for  mediocrity  in  the  school. 

If  Warwick  Academy  does  not  continue  as  an  aided  school  then  it 
must  actively  seek  several  means  to  finance  its  future.  To  this  end  Mr. 
Frank  Rogers,  a  previous  deputy  headmaster,  has  been  busy  creating 
an  alumni  list  of  our  old  boys  and  girls.  It  is  hoped  to  restore  contact 
with  these  past  pupils  and  use  their  support  to  strengthen  the  War¬ 
wick  Academy  constituency. 

Dr.  Patton  also  paid  tribute  to  Mr.  Rodriguez  for  his  leadership  in 
1987.  He  called  him  a  'man  for  all  seasons'.  Dr,  Patton  also  paid 
tribute  to  the  Clothing  Mart,  the  Warwick  Academy  Association  and 
all  the  other  people  who  have  helped  the  school  in  many  ways. 

Finally  Dr.  Patton  paid  tribute  to  our  new  headmaster  Mr.  Bernard 
Beacroft.  His  estimation  of  our  new  headmaster  is  so  high  that  Dr. 
Patton  already  sees  the  appointment  as  a  significant  milestone  in  the 
history  of  Warwick  Academy.  He  is  confident  that  under  Mr,  Bea- 
croft's  leadership  'the  school  will  assimilate  change  and  enhance  its 
reputation  for  learning,  scholarship  and  good  conduct'. 


J.  IRVING  PEARMAN,  J.P.,  M.P. 


In  his  speech  on  Prize  Night  The  Honorable 
Irving  Pearman  spoke  mostly  about  character. 
He  asserted  that  character  'involves  the  ca¬ 
pacity  and  willingness  to  find  what  is  right,  the 
will  to  choose  the  right  way,  then  the  strength 
of  will  to  resist  all  other  actions  and  impulses 
and  do  what  is  right'.  He  told  our  students  not 
to  fear  making  mistakes.  He  told  them  to  fear 
only  the  fear  of  making  mistakes.  Mr.  Pearman 
asserted  that  only  the  timid  make  absolutely 
no  mistakes. 

Mr.  Pearman  encourages  our  students  to  be 
inspirational,  to  etch  their  dreams  and  not  to 
yield  their  place  In  line  to  anyone  else.  He 
complimented  our  students  on  their  record  of 
academic  excellence  and  extra-curricular  ac¬ 
tivities.  He  told  us  that  our  environment  instills 
the  values  of  self-discipline  and  respect  for 
others  and  that  it  is  up  to  us  to  diffuse  this 
experience  throughout  the  entire  community. 

Education  he  told  us  was  a  lifetime  pursuit 
and  he  hope  that  we  at  Warwick  would  never 
reach  the  land  of  'the  done'. 


Team  Report  Will  Warwick  Remain  The  Same? 
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Headmaster  Makes  The  Physical  Conditior 


The  compilation  of  the  list  of  the  school’s  activities  for  each 
academic  year  is  an  annual  check  on  the  educational  health  of  the 
school  community.  You  have  a  copy  of  the  record  of  Warwick 
Academy's  work  for  1987-88  with  your  evening  programme.  I  am 
sure  you  will  agree  that  this  record  continues  to  be  a  most  impres¬ 
sive  one,  underlying  yet  again  Warwick  Academy’s  reputation  for 
excellence  in  racial  integration  and  academic  and  extra-curricular 
achievements. 

The  total  number  of  GCE  ‘O’  level  passes  at  grades  A  to  C  was 
403,  a  64%  pass  rate.  33  of  the  66  fifth  formers  gained  at  least  5 
GCE  'O’  level  passes  at  grades  A  to  C  and  17  of  them  obtained  at 
least  10  such  passes.  Jennifer  Ingham,  Phillip  Jolliffe  and  Elizabeth 
Pimentel  were  the  most  outstanding  scholars  with  13  ‘O’  level  pass 
grades  each.  I  congratulate  them  for  their  remarkable  success. 
There  were  some  very  pleasing  results,  too,  by  particular  subject 
departments,  especially  the  Sciences.  The  school  achieved  100% 
pass  rate  in  Physics  with  Chemistry,  81  %  pass  rate  in  Chemistry, 
80%  in  Physics,  75%  in  Mathematics,  69%  in  Human  Biology,  and 
95%  in  English  Language.  These  results  were  well  above  the  sub¬ 
ject  average  figures  for  the  University  of  London  ‘O’  level  examina¬ 
tions  board. 

Everybody  in  year  5  graduated  in  the  BSSC.  Each  fifth  former 
obtained  at  least  45  credits  (35  are  needed  to  graduate)  and  10 
students  obtained  honours.  In  Bermuda  as  a  whole  there  were  15 
BSSC  honours  students.  Katherine  Hubbard  was  our  best  honours 
student  with  a  3.9  GPA.  Katherine  also  passed  12  ‘O’  level  subjects, 
and  is  the  first  girl  to  be  awarded  the  overall  outstanding  teenager  at 
this  year’s  teen  conference.  All  of  the  names  of  the  BSSC  honours 
students  are  recorded  in  your  copy  of  the  Headmaster’s  report. 

Several  Warwick  Academy  students  won  some  very  prestigious 
public  awards  for  their  academic  work.  Baccalaureate  scholarships 
at  United  World  Colleges  were  taken  up  in  Italy  by  Michelle  Brock 
and  in  New  Mexico  by  Catherine  Ross.  Lisa  Boden,  now  in  5  music, 
won  the  Mervyn  White  Trophy,  presented  by  the  Bermuda  Audubon 
Society,  for  this  year's  outstanding  student  at  its  natural  history 
course  on  Nonsuch  Island. 

The  chartered  accountants  of  Bermuda  chose  Paulo  Correira  as 
their  outstanding  student  of  the  year  for  his  All-Around  Excellence. 
Paulo  also  achieved  12  'O’  level  passes  and  he  was  a  BSSC  honours 
student  with  a  3.8  GPA. 

The  teen  conference  this  year,  which  honoured  Katherine  Hub¬ 
bard,  also  awarded  Phillip  Jolliffe  as  Best  Academic  Boy,  Arnold 
Todd  as  Best  Sports  Boy,  Renee  Benjamin  for  her  Community 
Service,  and  Tamiko  Black  for  her  Religious  Leadership. 

The  school  also  congratulates  Renee  who  is  currently  in  Spain 
taking  part  in  the  Rotary  Exchange  Programme. 

In  the  Royal  Gazette  Christmas  story  competition  the  school's 


entries  did  very  well  indeed.  Shika  Raynor,  2  Music,  and  Robin  Saul, 
4  South,  took  first  and  second  prizes  respectively,  and  Christopher 
Gauntlett,  3  Music,  was  awarded  the  prize  for  Exceptional  Promise. 

Heather  Brown  and  Therese  Lowe,  both  of  2  North,  received 
awards  in  the  Royal  Commonwealth  essay  competition. 

Former  Warwick  Academy  students  did  exceedingly  well  in  win¬ 
ning  scholarships  to  further  their  education.  Our  former  students 
took  3  of  the  4  Bank  of  Bermuda  scholarships,  4  of  the  8  Bermuda 
Government  scholarships,  3  of  the  6  Fessenden  Trott  scholarships 
and  6  of  the  15  International  Companies  Education  Awards. 

Students  are  also  assessed  internally.  Their  year  grades  consist  of 
a  mark  of  60%  based  upon  continuous  assessment  and  formative 
tests  given  throughout  the  year  and  a  mark  of  40%  based  upon  an 
end  of  the  year  written  examination.  On  this  basis,  students  gaining 
an  average  of  80%  or  more  for  the  year  achieve  first  honours,  those 
with  an  average  of  75%  to  79%  receive  second  honours,  and  those 
with  an  average  of  70  to  74%  earn  an  honourable  mention.  I 
understand  it  is  a  longstanding  tradition  of  the  school  for  the  Head¬ 
master  to  call  out  the  names  of  those  students  gaining  first  and 
second  honours.  As  each  name  is  called  the  student  and  his/her 
parents  are  asked  to  stand  and  to  remain  standing  until  the  list  is 
completed.

Extra-curricular  activities  are  a  strong  and  impressive  feature  of 
Warwick  Academy.  Students  are  urged  to  participate  in  at  least  two 
extra-curricular  activities  each  year.  I  have  described  something  of 
most  of  these  activities  in  the  detailed  report  you  have  with  you. 
When  I  say  that  last  academic  year  Warwick  Academy  fielded  over 
40  sports  teams,  operated  12  clubs  and  societies,  printed  a  year 
book  and  a  newspaper,  ran  a  daily  Tuck  Shop  and  teams  of  Science 
Laboratory  and  Library  Assistants,  and  supported  a  Concert  Band, 
an  Orchestra  and  a  Choir  you  will  appreciate  immediately  the  wealth 
of  diverse  opportunities  for  personal  and  social  development  offered 
by  the  school  to  the  students.  These  figures  reflect  the  tremendous 
participation  by  the  staff  of  Warwick  Academy  and  I  must  pay 
tribute  to  their  dedication,  enthusiasm  and  organizational  skills  in 
providing  so  much  for  the  students  to  do!  I  thank  them  on  your 
behalf  for  all  their  after-school  work  during  the  year. 

In  sport,  school  teams  won  6  league  titles  and  7  BSSF  tourna-

ments.  Catherine  Ross  and  Meredith  Head  both  represented  Ber¬ 
muda  in  the  ladies'  Under-21  Field  Hockey  team  which  toured 
Canada  twice  this  year.  Jennifer  Smatt  broke  several  national 
schoolgirl  swimming  records. 

The  Concert  Band,  Orchestra  and  Choir  continued  to  uphold  the 
musical  traditions  of  Warwick  Academy.  All  the  musicians  took  part 
in  the  Christmas  concert  here  at  School  and  all  made  a  video-taped 
Christmas  day  special  programme  for  ZBM.  The  Concert  Band 
played  at  the  Premier’s  Concert  at  City  Hall  in  Hamilton  and  gave  a 
performance  at  the  Elbow  Beach  Hotel  in  February.  About  the  same 
time  the  Orchestra  provided  live  music  for  the  opening  of  the  Wom¬ 
an  '88  Art  Exhibition  held  in  Hamilton.  Warwick  Academy  musicians 
again  took  part  in  an  exchange  programme  with  the  Coburg  Insti¬ 
tute  of  Ontario,  the  school  travelling  to  Canada  in  March  and  enter¬ 
taining  members  of  the  institute  here  in  Bermuda  in  May.  The  fifth 
year  musicians  deserve  special  mention  for  their  excellent  solo  and 
combination  performances  at  the  end  of  year  summer  concert. 
During  a  busy  year  our  musicians  also  played  at  the  Peace  Lutheran 
Church,  several  primary  schools  and,  very  recently,  at  the  opening 
of  the  new  branch  of  the  Bank  of  Butterfield.  Justina  Kennedy  was 
chosen  to  play  in  the  Lions  of  New  York  and  Bermuda  Youth  Band 
at  a  Lions  Convention  in  New  York  City  in  May. 

Other  Warwick  Academy  students  travelled  abroad  last  academic 
year  as  well.  40  students  went  to  New  York  and  Washington  D.C. 
with  4  staff  and  12  students  and  2  teachers  went  to  North  Wales  on 
a  Geography  field  course. 

Most  of  this  report,  rightly  so  I  think,  is  retrospective,  looking  back 
and  reviewing  the  school  year  just  gone.  I  wish  to  finish,  however,  by 
looking  forward  to  1989.  I  don’t  feel  that  I  can  comment  yet  upon 
the  educational  reforms  being  suggested  for  Bermuda.  Whatever  is 
decided  by  the  minister  will  have  implications  for  Warwick  Acade¬ 
my’s  future  status  and  organization  and,  as  Dr.  Patton  has  said,  the 
school  is  at  an  educational  crossroads  and  facing  a  serious  dilem¬ 
ma.  But  whatever  the  outcome  of  Bermuda’s  educational  delibera¬ 
tions  there  are  important  issues  which  Warwick  Academy  should 
address  immediately. 

Last  year  at  this  time  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors 
made  a  strong  plea  for  the  improvement  of  the  physical  plant  at 
Warwick  Academy.  A  close  inspection  of  the  school  reveals  an 
inadequate  gymnasium,  very  unsatisfactory  changing  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  boys  and  girls,  poor  storage  facilities  for  both  personal 
possessions  and  school  property,  worn-out  plumbing  and  sanita¬ 
tion.  Cracked,  uneven  and  unsafe  paths  &  roadways.  Perennial 
leaks  in  the  school  roof,  old  and  shabby  furniture,  very  little  air 
conditioning,  a  very  skeleton  internal  telephone  communications 
system  and  no  separate  room  provision  for  senior  members  of  staff. 
The  physical  plant  of  the  school  needs  to  be  much  improved,  for  the 
sake  of  aesthetic  appearance  and  organizational  efficiency. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  ministry  of  education  has  continued 
its  policy  of  replacing  the  rotting  wooden  window  frames  with  alumi¬ 
num  ones  (over  100  wooden  framed  windows  in  the  old  building  and 
60  in  the  Science  block  still  need  replacement).  It  is  presently 
paying  for  new  sanitation  on  the  west  side  of  the  school.  It  has 
promised  to  redecorate  the  whole  school,  inside  and  out,  during  the 
present  academic  year.  The  decoration  of  the  exterior  has  started. 

Redecoration  will  do  much  for  the  appearance  of  the  school.  The 
school  staff,  students  and  parents  through  small  self-help  schemes 
can  improve  the  physical  environment  still  more.  The  school  is  most 
grateful  to  the  Warwick  Academy  Association  for  its  willingness  to 
pay  for  the  installation  of  ceiling  fans  throughout  the  school.  These 
will  all  be  in  place  within  the  next  few  months.  It  is  my  hope  that  by 


this  time  next  year  Warwick  Academy  will  look  more  attractive 
physically  and  be  organizationally  more  efficient  with  re-numbered 
classrooms,  directional  signs,  at  least  one  reception  area  and  a 
much  improved  staff  work  room  with  modern  technology  for  better 
lesson  preparation  and  presentation. 

During  this  year,  too,  the  school  must  seek  ways  to  improve  its 
channels  of  communication,  first  with  its  parents  and  later  with  the 
local  community.  Warwick  Academy  must  have  the  support  of  its 
parent  body  and  the  school  must  do  all  it  can  to  increase  parental 
knowledge  and  understanding  of  school  policy  and  organization,  its 
aspirations  and  achievements,  its  problems  and  difficulties.  Parental 
support  strengthens  staff  morale  and  endeavor  and  the  students 
benefit  both  from  a  heightened  parental  interest  and  from  greater 
staff  commitment.  End  of  term  letters  from  the  Headmaster  to  the 
parents,  improved  school  brochures  and  students  handbooks,  edu¬ 
cational  workshops  organized  by  staff  for  parents,  parental  involve¬ 
ment  with  school  assemblies,  sports  days  and  other  social  occa¬ 
sions  are  some  of  the  ways  of  improving  school-home  communica¬ 
tion.  The  Warwick  Academy  Association  is  keen  to  promote  this 
vital  link  as  well. 

Curriculum  development  at  Warwick  Academy  is  closely  fettered 
by  the  present  policies  of  the  Ministry  of  Education  in  relation  to  the 
BSSC,  the  GCE  ‘O’  level  and  the  GCSE.  However,  I  feel  very 
strongly  that  Warwick  Academy  should  develop  information  tech¬ 
nology  across  the  curriculum  and  this  is  something  which  I  know  the 
ministry  is  keen  for  secondary  schools  to  do.  I  have  submitted  to  the 
permanent  secretary  for  education  a  strategy  for  the  introduction  of 
information  technology  to  Warwick  Academy  and,  if  it  is  acceptable 
to  the  minister,  the  programme  should  be  in  place  here  for  Septem¬ 
ber,  1989.  Information  technology,  of  course,  is  now  an  integral  and 
essential  part  of  Western  culture,  profoundly  influencing  every¬ 
body’s  daily  lives  as  workers  and  consumers.  The  task  of  Warwick 
Academy  is  to  make  its  students  familiar  with  the  main  applications 
of  information-data  bases,  word-processing,  spread  sheets,  control 
applications,  computer  assisted  design  and  graphics  -  and  its  con¬ 
sequences,  both  social  and  ethical.  In  particular  our  students  should 
learn  that  the  personal  computer  and  its  accessories  are  tools  to 
help  them  in  a  variety  of  ways  with  their  formal  education  and  their 
personal  lives.  Certainly,  the  introduction  of  information  technology 
to  Warwick  Academy  will  help  to  modernize  the  curriculum  and 
make  lessons  more  exciting  for  teachers  and  students,  render  learn¬ 
ing  more  relevant  to  the  modern  world  of  science  technology  and 
business,  and  stimulate  all  students  in  their  task  of  assimilating 
knowledge,  skills  and  concepts. 

On  behalf  of  Mr.  Rodriguez,  who  led  the  school  last  year,  I  would 
like  to  finish  by  thanking  most  sincerely  all  the  people  who  have 
supported  Warwick  Academy  and  contributed  to  its  work  and  suc¬ 
cess  in  1987-88.  Thank  you  to  the  Board  of  Governors,  the  teaching 
staff,  the  clerical  and  caretaking  staff,  the  Warwick  Academy  Asso¬ 
ciation,  the  ladies  of  the  Clothing  Mart,  the  parents  and  the  stu¬ 
dents.  Your  support  of  the  school  is  always  needed  and  much 
appreciated.  Long  may  Warwick  Academy  prosper.
